weeks ago. The sheriff attached a large 
lot of logs. 
Wright tried to replevin 
them, bat coaid not get the proper bonds 
and his mill lay idle for want of logs to 
cat. It is thought that Wright with a 
force of men attempted to gam posses­ 
sion, and in the melee Supervisor Thur- 
ber was killed first and Marshall seen 
after.” 
Wright formerly lived at Racine, and 
is president cf the Otter Creek lumber 
company. 
Ho has been a prominent 
business man, but it seems that he has 
been quarrelsome and therefore frequent­ 
ly getting into trouble. A Racine dispatch 
says that he had been arrested several 
times in that city for personal assaults, 
and at one time be quarreled with “Nels 
J chaser, a dealer in wood aud coal, over 
the payment of a debt. 
He assaulted 
Johnson with a knife, cutting him about 
the face. 
His arrest followed, aud when 
the account of the cutting appeared in a 
local paper, Wright secured 
his re­ 
lease 8nd threatened the life of the re­ 
porter who wrote the account. 
At an­ 
other time Wright assaulted his uncle, 
Martin Knowles, who is an old man. 
Again the reporter recorded the event. 
Wright visited tho newspaper office and 
the reporter sought refuge in Hight.” 
Bo it appears that Wright comes near 
being a professional bully, and that he 
was sustaining his Racine reputation 
when he shot the Michigan officers.

Case and a posse, also C. T. W right, who 
killed Officers Marshall and Thnrder lost 
night. 
The body of Deputy Sheriff Mar­ 
shall, which is uow lying at Watson’s un­ 
dertaking rooms, is being prepared for 
burial. 
The trouble which culminated so tragi­ 
cally Saturday originated years ago in the 
refusal of W right, as president of -the 
O tter Creek Lumber company, 
to pay 
taxes on his mill property, which is lo­ 
cated in Aral township. 
The town has 
never questioned its right to tho taxes, 
but W right’s steady refusal to pay tthem 
and his influence over the rather rou$b 
men in his employ mado collection a very 
difficult task. 
Three weeks ago tho sheriff 
seized a number of logs belonging to the 
Ottor Creek company, and Charles T. 
W right mado soveral determined efforts to 
regain possession of the sto k, but failed, 
owing to his inability to furnish what the 
authorities deemed a good and sufficient in­ 
demnity bond. 
In consequence of this 
seizure, the mill has boon idle for some 
time. 
W right put in an appearance at the 
mill with a force of men Saturday abd swore 
that he would have possession of the logs. 
Under Sheriff Marshall and Supervisor 
Thurber, accompanied by a posse, were 
guarding the property in tile interests 
of the township, and Marshall tried to dis­ 
suade W right from doing anything hasty. 
W right would not listen to reason, and 
ordered his men to release the logs and to 
shoot the first man who interfered. 
M ar­ 
shall and Thurber drew their revolvers 
and in the name of tho State called on 
the mob to disperse and not to molest in any 
way the property at 
issue. 
W right’s 
men 
fell 
back. 
Whereupon 
W right 
himself, white with rage, mode a move to­ 
ward the logs and the under sheriff dis­ 
charged his weapon into tho afr» 
Tho 
harmless action was answered by W right, 
who shot to kill, and at the first report 
Thurber fell, shot through tho 
brain. 
Marshall called upon his mon to arrest 
the m urderer and uphold tho law. 
A 
moment later he too, fell, mortally wound­ 
ed. 
But tho mill hands, 
who had lent 
W right some encouragement by 
their 
presence, saw tho m agnitude of tho crimo 
even before its enraged perpetrator, and 
fell back, leaving 
him alone. 
W right 
walked away, caressing his Martini rifle, 
and disappeared in tho timber back of the 
mill, his friends joining him and planning 
a t once fop his escape. 
The news of tho murder and tho promin­ 
ence of all panties concerned, spread ll ko 
wildfire over the country. 
Tho sheriff on 
arriving at tho scofio of tho tragedy as­ 
sembled over 200 brawny settlers with 
a flxod determination to bang the m ur­ 
derer. 
The crowd learned that an Indian 
know W right's hiding place, he was asked 
to reveal it, but on getting no answer 
the heaving lino of the propeller Dewar 
was placed around his neck and ho was 
hung up to a pine tree until new ly stran­ 
gled, and let down to get his story. 
He 
a t last confessed that W right was hiding 
on tno north bluffs and had made arrange­ 
m ents 
with 
him to awalt tho de­ 
p arture of tho lumber bar go Seymour; 
then to moot him a t tho sand bluffs with a 
skiff and place him on board. 
Tho book­ 
keeper, Fred Cresset wAs questioned. 
He 
confessed all hp knew of tho crime, during 
the midst bf which W right suddenly ap ­ 
peared a t tho odge of the woods and volun­ 
tarily surrendered to the sheriff, and, a1 
tho samo time, claiming projection. 
He 
was taken on board tho steamer, and is 
uow lodged a t Frankfort Jail, with armed 
guards on watch to prevent any attempted 
violence.

A t 4 a. rn. Sunday 
morning the family of William Dugan, of 
South street, was nearly suffocated. 
Some 
ono entered tho house by a window, cut a 
bole in tho wall, filled it with oil and fired 
the building, afterw ard repeating tho a t ­ 
tem pt twice. Four arrests have been mado. 
Nine similar fires have occurred during 
the past week.

Somo 400 pearls wore found a t 
Broadhead, only a fpw of which wero of 
any value. 
In many cases, however, from 
$1 to *10 was offefod for them. 
At that 
point women on tho shore opened tho 
clams, while tho mon waded in tho w ater 
and gathered them. 
It has been discov­ 
ered that City Marshal Lewis of Broad­ 
head has been secretly finding and selling 
pearls for two months past, 
and that ho 
was told of thoir existence in Sugar river 
by tho original Norwegian discoverer. 
At 
Albany a few poftrls fcor6 found valued at 
*25. 
No flood-gates at any point on tho river 
wero opened, contrary to expectations, and 
tho expectant hunters as a consequence 
did not have tho desired opportunity of 
seeing tho river bottom exposed to viow. 
At Evansville a m an took it into his head 
to hunt in the Rock rivor.

g jo u r time in trying to givo you

nation thoro aro two heaps cf tho slain. 
When I look upon tho desolation I am al­ 
most frantic with the seeno, while I cry 
out. “ Who slew all those?’’

Tho min­

There was a young man being led homo. 
Ho was very much intoxicated—ho was 
raving with intoxication. 
Two young men 
were leading him along. 
The boys hooted 
in tho stroot, men laughed,women sneered; 
but I happened to bo very near tho door 
where he went in; it was the door of his 
fathor’s house. 
I saw him go up-stuirs. I 
heard him shouting, 
hooting, and blas­ 
pheming. 
He had lost his hat, aud tile 
m errim ent increased with tho mob until ho 
camo up to the door, and as the door was 
opened his mother cairns out. 
AV hen I 
heard her cry th at took all tho comedy 
away from tho sceno. 
Binco that time 
when I see a man walking through the 
street, reeling, the comody is all gone and 
it is a tragedy of tears and groans aud 
heartbreaks. 
Never make any fun around 
me about the grotesqueness of u drunkard. 
Alas for his borne! 
One of theso victims said to a Christian 
man! 
“ Sir, If I woro told that I couldn't 
get a drink ufftil tomorrow night unless 
I had all my fingers cut off I would say: 
'Bring tho hatchet aud cut them off 
now.’ ” 
I have a dear friend in Philadel­ 
phia whose nephow camo to him ono day, 
and when ho was exhorted about hi* evil 
habit said: 
‘‘Uncle I can’t givo it up. 
If there stood a cannon and it was loaded, 
and a glass of wino sat on tho mouth 
of 
th at cannon and I know that you would 
fire it off just as I came up aud took 
tho 
glass I would start, for I must have it.” 
Oh, it is a sad thing for a man to wako up 
in this Ufo and feel that he is a captive. 
He says: “ I could have got rid of this 
once, but I can’t now. 
I m ight have 
lived an honorable life and died a Christian 
death, but there is no hope for mo now; 
there is no escape for mo. 
Dead, but 
not buried. 
I am a walking corpse. 
I 
am an apparition of w hat I once was. 
I am a cagod immortal boating against 
tho wiros of my cage in this direction, and 
in th at direction, beating against tho cage 
until thero is blood on tho wires and blood 
upon my soul, yet not ablo to get ouc. 
Destroyed without remedy 
I go further and say th at tho Inebriate 
suffers from tho loss of his usefulness. 
Do 
you not recognize tho fact th at many of 
thoso who aro now captives of strong 
drink only a little while ago woro foro 
most in tho churches and in reform atory 
institutions? Do you not know that some­ 
times they knelt in the family eirclo? Do 
you not know th at they prayed in public 
and some of them carried around tho holy 
wine on sacram ental days? Oh, yes, they 
stood in the very front rank, but they 
gradually fell away. 
And now w hat do 
you suppose is the feeling of such a man 
as th at when ho thinks of his dishonored 
vows and the dishonored sacram ent—when 
ho thinks of what ho m ight have beon and 
of what he is now? 
Do such men laugh 
and seem very merry? 
Ah, thoro Is, down 
in the depths of their soul, a very heavy 
weight. 
Do not wonder th a t they some­ 
times see strange things and act very 
roughly in the household. 
You would not 
blame them a t all if you know w hat they 
suffer. 
Do not tell such as th at thero is 
no future punishment. 
Do not tell him 
there is no such place as hell. 
He knows 
there is. 
He is there now I 
I go on, and say th at the inebriate suf­ 
fers from the loss of physical health. 
The 
older men in the congregation may re­ 
member th a t some years ago Dr. Sewell 
went thfough this country and electrified 
the people by his lectures, in which ho 
showed the effects of Alcohol on tho human 
stomach. 
He had seven or eight diagrams 
by which he showed the devastation of 
strong drink upon the physical system. 
There were thousands of people turned 
back from th at ulcerous sketch swearing

dences of every neighborhood on this con­ 
tinent. 
It went on last night while you 
slept, and I tell you further that this is 
going to bo the death that some of you 
will die. 
I know it.

Oh, is there anything that will so de­ 
stroy a mat! for this life and damn him tor 
the life that is to come? I hate that atropg 
drink. 
W ith all the concentrated energies 
of my soul I hate it. 
Do you tell me that 
a man can be happy when he knows that 
he is breaking his wife’s heart aud cloth­ 
ing his children with rags? W hy, there 
are on the streets OI our citie* to day little 
children, barefooted unwashed, and un­ 
kempt, with want on evory patch and on 
every wrinkle of their prematurely old coun­ 
tenances, who would have been In churches 
to day, and os well clad as you are, but 
for the fact that rum destroyed their par­ 
ents and drove them into the grave. 
Oh, 
rum! thou foe of God, thou despoiler of 
homes, thou recruiting officer o f tho pit, I 
abhor thee! 
But my subject takes a deeper tone, aud 
th a t Is that tho inebriate suffers from the 
loss of the souL 
The Bible intimates that 
in the future world, if we are unforgiven 
here, our bad nassions and appetites, un­ 
restrained, will go along with us and make 
our torm ent thoro. 
Bo that I suppose 
when an inebriate wakes up in this lost 
world he will feel an infinite thirst claw­ 
ing on him.

The splits in the rein ains are due, he 
thinks, to the action of water and sand, 
and afford no support to the notion that 
the knucRles were cleft tor the sake of the 
marrow. 
It is certain that some of the 
bones have been exposed to tho action of 
fire; but Professor Steenstrup maintains 
that the traces of fire may be duo to Aid 
fact that fires were atone time lighted 
upon them. 
On some of them decorative 
lines have been scratched, but these may 
have been made long after the mammoth 
was extinct in Moravia. 
The lines, accord­ 
ing to Professor Steensf nip, are identical 
with the ornamentation of pottery o f the 
neolithic age.
